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GLIMPSES  OF  EASTHAM'S  PAST 

Tj’ASTHAM’S  railroad  facilities  were  identified  closely  with  the  town's  social  and  eco- 
nomic life  in  the  last  of  the  19th  century  and  the  first  part  of  the  20th.  The  extension 
of  the  rail  line  from  Orleans  to  Wellfleet  was  begun  in  1869  and  completed  in  1870 
and  was  in  regular  passenger  use  through  Eastham  until  about  1940.  Old  timers  can 
remember  when  you  got  on  the  train  at  Eastham  and  eventually  arrived  in  Boston,  a 
ride  of  about  three  hours  if  you  were  lucky.  Nothing  now  remains  of  the  depot,  freight 
station  or  water  tank  which  were  located  where  the  railroad  tracks  cross  Samoset  Road.

EASTHAM'S  TRAIN 

This  is  the  type  of  locomotive  and  cars  that  first  traveled  between 
Boston  and  Provincetown  in  the  1870's.  When  service  was  at  its 
peak  there  were  four  trains  daily  through  Eastham,  two  coming 
and  two  going. 
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Ma'ssasoit  Road  in  the  1880’s — a winding  sandy  way  then  known  as  West  Main  Street.  Roof 
lop  on  the  right  distance  is  the  old  Sam  Brackett  general  store  at  the  corner  of  Oak  Road.  To  left, 
his  home  in  the  triangle  of  Herring  Brook,  Campground  and  Massasoit  Roads. 


THE  ORIGIN  OF  EASTHAM 


TT  was  in  April  1644,  exactly  three  hun- 
A dred  and  thirteen  years  ago  that  seven 
Pilgrims  gathered  together  to  plan  the  town 
which  is  now  Eastham.  They  were  Gover- 
nor Thomas  Prence,  John  Doane,  Nicholas 
Snow,  Josias  Cook,  Richard  Higgins,  John 
Smalley  and  Edward  Bangs.  These  seven 
men  and  their  families,  comprising  forty-nine 
persons  were  from  the  Plymouth  Colony. 

Their  decision  to  settle  here  was  the  re- 
sult of  a survey  made  by  the  Plymouth 
Pilgrims  as  to  the  advisability  of  moving  the 
entire  Plymouth  Colony  to  this  location  in 
view  of  the  level  and  quite  fertile  farm- 
lands. These  were  bordered  by  forests  which 
offered  protection  for  the  rich  top  soil.  It

was  concluded  that  there  was  insufficient 
area  for  the  entire  Plymouth  Colony  so  that 
only  seven  families  moved  here  to  settle. 

Located  in  this  area  at  the  time  were  the 
Nauset  Indians,  the  most  important  of  the 
Cape  Cod  tribes,  led  by  Chief  Sachem  As- 
pinet.  Their  cornfields  spread  over  the  fer- 
tile Nauset  Plans  and  the  whole  section  was 
referred  to  by  the  Pilgrims  as  "The  King- 
dom of  Nauset/' 

Two  years  later,  in  1646,  Nauset  was  in- 
corporated and  on  June  7,  1651,  the  name 
was  changed  to  Eastham.  At  this  time  East 
ham  included  the  areas  covered  by  the 
present  towns  of  Wellfleet,  Orleans,  Brewster 
and  most  of  Chatham  and  Harwich.

While  Nauset  Beach  is  ideal  for  all  bathers  at 
low  tide,  parents  of  younger  children  may  prefer 
to  use  the  warmer  and  generally  shallower  bath- 
ing available  on  the  Bay  shores  at  high  tide  or  in 
the  clear,  fresh  water  ponds.

And  charter  sport  fishing  boats,  many  skippered 
by  Eastham  men,  will  take  you  from  Rock  Harbor 
in  quest  of  Stripers  offshore  in  the  Bay.  Prize 
tournaments  in  nearby  towns  add  to  the  excite- 
ment of  the  catch.

Bluefish  entice  the  angler  too  and  are  caught 
in  both  surf  and  bay  in  season.  Flounder,  tautog 
and  a number  of  other  good  eating  bottom  fish 
make  most  any  fishing  trip  from  Eastham’s  shores 
something  to  recall  happily. 

Eastham’s  Town  Cove  is  an  excellent  spot  for 
flounder  and  plaice  fish  and  trolling  for  Striped 
Bass  here  offers  additional  thrills.  There  are  sev- 
eral boat  liveries  on  the  Cove  shore  so  fishing 
can  be  fun  for  all  the  family. 

From  nearby  Provincetown  several  sport  fishing 
charter  boats  make  runs  for  the  Tuna  which  be- 
gin moving  into  Cape  Cod  waters  in  June.  Gen- 
erally they  abound  here  until  November,  ranging 
in  weight  from  about  one  hundred  to  a thousand 
pounds. 


The  fresh  water  ponds  of  Eastham  well  stocked 
with  fish,  offer  the  angler  much  added  sport  with 
rod  and  reel.  Bass,  pickerel,  white  and  yellow 
perch  and  horned  pout  can  be  taken  from  these 
waters. 

SHELLFISHING 

The  shellfish  (clams,  oysters,  quahogs,  and 
others)  are  not  so  plentiful  now  as  in  years  gone 
by.  But  the  Town  of  Eastham  does  plant  seed 
quahogs  in  Salt  Pond  and  here  on  a Sunday  a 
pail  full  dug  at  low  tide  will  provide  an  inter- 
esting activity  and  delicious  eating.  (See  regula- 
tions for  taking  shellfish.)

The  general  store  of  Samuel  F.  Brackett  at  the  corner  of  Oak  and  Massasoit  Roads  in  North 
Eastham.  Asparagus  farmers  in  the  early  1900’s  could  obtain  all  their  equipment,  fertilizers  and 
supplies  here.  And  their  wives  could  buy  their  needles  and  thread  and  provisions  here  . . . and 
their  "unmentionables”  too. 


EASTHAM  MEMORABILIA 

The  first  duel  fought  in  the  colony  was 
on  June  15,  1622.  Two  servants  of  Mr. 
Stephen  Hopkins,  Dowty  and  Lester,  fought 
with  sword  and  dagger;  both  were  wounded. 

John  Howard  Paine,  author  of  "Home 
Sweet  Home”  was  great-grandson  of  East- 
ham's  Deacon  John  Paine. 

Eastham’s  first  meeting  house  was  20  feet 
by  20  feet  with  thatched  roof,  and  holes  on 
all  sides  through  which  muskets  might  be 
fired.  It  was  built  by  Town  Cove  next  to 
the  old  burying  place. 

1685 — Ten  shillings  in  silver  and  ten 
shillings  worth  of  corn  were  paid  as  bounty 
by  the  town  of  Eastham  for  every  wolf  head.

Cranberry  Crunch 

Mix  together  1 cup  uncooked  rolled  oats,  36  cup  flour  and  1 cup  brown  sugar. 

Cut  in  36  cup  butter  until  crumbly. 

Place  half  of  mixture  in  an  8x8  inch  greased  baking  dish. 

Cover  with  2 cups  cranberry  sauce.  Top  with  balance  of  mixture. 

Bake  45  minutes  at  350°. 

Serve  hot  in  squares  topped  with  scoops  of  vanilla  ice  cream. 

Blueberry  Cake 

Cream  34  cup  shortening  and  36  cup  sugar. 

Add  1 beaten  egg,  36  cup  milk,  136  cups  flour,  2 teaspoons  baking  powder,  34  teaspoon  salt 
and  1 cup  blueberries  (slightly  floured). 

Bake  about  30  minutes  at  375°. 


Quahog  Chowder 

Cut  136  inch  cube  fat  salt  pork  in  small  pieces  and  try  out. 

Add  1 sliced  onion  and  brown  slightly. 

Add  4 cups  potatoes,  cut  in  3A  inch  cubes,  and  2 36  cups  hot  water,  1 teaspoon  salt,  36  tea- 
spoon  pepper  and  6 to  8 large  quahogs,  chopped  fine. 

Cook  about  15  minutes.  Add  4 tablespoons  butter  and  4 cups  scalded  milk. 

A little  of  the  juice  from  the  quahogs  may  be  added  if  desired. 

Lobster  Stew 

In  3 tablespoons  melted  butter  saute  1 cup  diced  fresh  lobster  meat  for  3 to  4 minutes. 

Add  slowly  4 cups  scalded  milk  with  a slice  of  onion.  Season  stew  with  1 teaspoon  salt,  36 
teaspoon  paprika. 


How  to  Boil  a Lobster 

In  a large  kettle  put  enough  water  (sea  water  is  preferable)  to  cover  lobsters.  Add  a handful 
of  salt.  Bring  water  to  a boil  then  place  lobsters  in.  Boil  them  for  15  or  20  minutes.  If  sea  water 
is  used  do  not  add  salt. 

When  cooked,  remove  lobsters  from  water  and  cut  in  half  lengthwise  on  under  side,  using 
sharp  knife.
